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ing; but their Attendanzewas Adhurned till the 24o:day following : the Gentlemen of the 
County attending the ſame. Amongit which Number Mr. Harney the Prifoner, and 
Eſquire Beddingfeld, bing Drinking together on-the Sarzrday Night, continued t6- 
gether till abour two of the Clock the next Morning : at which time, happening up- 
on a Diſcourſe that railed ſome Diſpute and Difference between them: Mr. Barne 
being a Perſon very Quarretfome, Words aroſe beiween them, and ingreafed to ſuch 
a height, that Mr. Burney Drew aron the Efg; 2:d by $ {everal Wounds in his Body: 
Four of wiiich were found in his Back, the 1:43; was Slain in the Place, and Mr. 
Barney endeavoured his Eicare, but the Noiſe thereof raiſing the Houſe, the Gates 
were Inmediatiy that ;' and +the Parkiie was ſuch that Mr. Barmey was forthwith 
Taken :- and bging for that, Night Secured, the next Merning he was Committed 
to the Common-Goa) : and the Monday following a Bil Was peterred againft him; 
the Grand-Fury not being then Diſchatged,. as aforeſaid; upon which they immediate- 
ly brought in the fam? Billvera, And 'coming the fame Morning to be Arraign- 
ed thereupap, the Evidence againſt him was very plain that he both raiſed and con- 
tinued the Quarrel ; that he_ Diſhonourably Rili'd him; and that he was a, very Con- 
rentious Perſon, and had before that time Wounded feveral- Pertons, upon ' very ſlight 
Occaſions; it being very familiar with” hina wnen lie wanted Moneys, it he asked 
any Perſon to accommodate him with a Supply, in Caſe of a retulal, he would 
threaten them with his Sward ; and had Wounded tcveral upon the;like Quarrel. 

The Prifoher had very little to fay for! hinel?, only that he was in: Driak : think- 
ing by one, to Excuſe another Crime; and thar the Words that had pailed between 
them, had provoked him into an Extraominary Paſſion: in the Heat whereof, he 
had raſhly perpetrated a Crime for which he was extremly forry: and for which 
he was not only rcady to beg Pardon of God Almighty, but of the Relations of the 
Gentleman he had Slain. ,Burt this was not leoted on as any thing of a Defence, 
but rather an aggrayation of the Fact. So that the Petty Jury without ſtiring from 
the Bar, brought him in Guilty of the Indietment and Murder atorefaid ; whereupon 
he immediately received his Sentence: and a Rule was forthwita Iflued forth for his 
Execution on Friday the firſt Day of Auguſt nexr enſuing, ar the publick Market-Croſfs 
in the City of Norwich. In expectation of winch Sentence, he was remanded back to 
Gaol, whete he now continues.” Whence it may be obſerved as a Warning to others 
how they. fall into the like Crimes : now julily the Judgmcat of God purſtes the 
Criminal: 'and-more eſpecially for thole Crimes which are Committed upon his own 
Day, which he hath ſer apart for himſelf, and for his Worſhip. Under a due con- 
ſideration whereof, it is hoped the Priſoner will conſider his Condition, and prepare 
for the Sentence againſt him. Eſquir2 Beddingfiel!, was a Gentleman of great Worth 
and Loyalty, and well beloved by all the Gentlemen : it being atteſted in his behalf by 
divers Perſor.s of great Eminency upon the Tryal, that he was free from the Vices 
of the Age, and never given to Quarrels or Contentions; inlomuch that he is extreem- 
ly Lamented by all the County, an none but acquiefſe in the Sentence as juſt upon the 
Priſotier :- tho. he be likewiſe one of a very Good Pamily, being the ſecond Son of an 
Ancient Baroxet in that Country, and a Perſon of known Worth, Loyalty and Integri- 
ty. But the beft of Men may olcen meet .with unhappineſs in their Relations Grace, 
ſeldom running in the Veins of Generatigqn: whence this may likewiſe be as a caveat 
to others how they bring Grief on the grey Hairs of their Parents,and put all Men uponre- 
membringand ſerving their Creator in the days of thew Youth, before the Evil days come, 
and the Years draw on wherein there is no Pleafure: to haſten which days upon our ſelves 
Dy doubly: a Sin : and that Perſon who is guilty thereof, eſpecially by the Crime of 
Murder may be looked on not onlyas Murderer of another but of himſelf, and at one 
ſtroke hazards his own Soul and Body at the expence of anothers Blood. From which 
Crime may the Grace of God be 10 prevalent upon us that we may not fall therein; 
nor ought the beſt of us be {ecure ſince, if we give way to our Paflions and leave the con» 
du&: of Gods Grace and Spirit, the Devil takes Advantage :. and having the Rule and 
Sway over us, many times leads us into the paths of Deſtruction ; and then leaves us 
Miſerably to expedt his juſt Judgment upon us, and the Terro.s of an evil Conſcicncs 
to Rack and Torment the Criminal. 
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
